You can set up a balanced in- 
vestment program for a com- 


fortable retirement. 


ABOUT SIX out of every eight per- 
sons aged 65 have retired, but only 
one has savings or investments 
amounting to as much as $5000. In 
short, about five out of six Ameri- 
cans living in retirement are “have 
nots” who cannot hope to live in-

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dependently on their savings. Con- 
sequently, a vast segment of the 
aged of the United States are faced 
with either “submarginal living” 
or dependence upon others. 

Two changes that have occurred 
in the American scene in the past 
forty years have had far-reaching 
effects on our lives. First is the fact 
that we can expect to live longer. 
Since the turn of the century life 
expectancy of wage-earners has in- 
creased about 50 per cent—from 
47 years in 1912 to almost 69 years 
in 1952. Second is the fact that 
our working years are going to be 
fewer. A few years ago the head of 
the family could anticipate “dying 
in harness,” or, at most, having a 
few years of retirement. His main 
concern was to provide for his 
widow. Today a man aged 40 
should expect to retire at 65 and to 
support himself for another four- 
teen to fifteen years. 

For these reasons financial plan- 
ning for retirement is of great im- 
portance. This means preparing a 
blueprint of a suitable financial 
program and building according to 
the plan. 

The first step in working out a 
plan is to establish your objective. 
How much capital will you need to 
live independently upon retire- 
ment? The second step is to set 
your time schedule. How much 
time have you before accumulated 
funds or income will be needed? 
The earlier you start your pro- 
gram, the easier it will be to 
achieve your goal. The third step 
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is to allocate your resources. How 
much of your income is to be ear- 
marked for investment? What 
funds can be put to work now? 
The fourth step is to select your 
method of investing. You know 
your objectives, you know how 
long you have, and you know how 
much money you are going to in- 
vest. What kind of investments will 
enable you best to reach your 
goal? 

Fundamentally there are only 

two types of investments: 

1. You can lend your money to 
someone who promises to re- 
pay you the same number of 
dollars plus a certain rental 
(called interest) for the use 
of your money. This ts called 
a “debt type” investment. 
When you buy either Govern- 
ment or corporate bonds or 
deposit your money in the 
bank you are creating a debt 
in your favor. 

2. You can put your money in 
“ownership type’ investments. 
A means of doing this is by 
purchasing shares of a com- 
mon stock, thus making you a 
part-owner of a business cor- 
poration. 


inflation Can Rob You 

The first thought that enters the 
mind of an investor is the question 
of safety. The truth is that there is 
no such thing as a riskless invest- 
ment. Many persons use debt-type 
investments for long-term invest- 
ing through a false sense of safety. 
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They fail to realize that they run 
the risk of serious loss in value 
from inflation. In “fixed-dollar in- 
vestments” such as bonds and sav- 
ings accounts you will get back the 
same number of dollars that you 
put in, but you may be paid back 
in fifty-cent dollars. 

Ownership investments, such as 
common stocks, will fluctuate in 
value, and the holder runs the risk 
of losing if forced to sell at un- 
favorable prices. But, to offset this 
risk, common stocks yield a more 
liberal income, provide capital 
growth potential, and as the record 
of the past shows, offer a hedge 
against inflation. 

Because of inflation, in the past 
twenty years we have seen the dol- 
lar lose 51 per cent of its buying 
power. The accompanying Chart 
No. 1, showing the steady in- 
crease in living costs in the past 
100 years, makes clear that in al- 
most every generation those who 
have saved a specific amount of 
money have ended with less buy- 
ing power than they thought they 
would have. 

The future, of course, cannot be 
foretold, but the logical assumption 
is for a continuing inflationary 
trend over the long run. A solution 
to your problem is to find an in- 
vestment that tends to move with 
living costs. 

In the past, common stocks of 
American companies have gener- 
ally kept pace with changes in 
United States living costs. Of 
course there have been in the past 
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CHART 1. 
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and probably will be in the future 
periods when stock prices decline 
in the face of rising living costs. It 
can be seen from Chart No. 2, 
however, that the value of stocks in 
the past twenty years increased 
more than enough to offset the 
shrinkage of the dollar. 


Reducing the Risk 

To reduce the risk in common 
stock investing the investor should 
follow three basic principles: 

1. Proper Selection. Intelligent 
investing is never done on the 
basis of hot tips and rumors. 
You should pick a company 














because all the facts suggest 
that its future looks good. 
Diversification. Because it is 
impossible to foretell the fu- 
ture, it is wise to spread your 
investment over a number of 
well-selected securities in- 
stead of concentrating on one 
or a few. 


. Supervision. There is an old 


saying that “your stocks can 
take care of you but they 
cannot take care of them- 
selves.”” The price of success- 
ful investing is constant vigi- 
lance. 


The foregoing rules for success- 
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ful investing have been used by 
wealthy investors. A person hav- 
ing average-to-small resources un- 
fortunately does not have enough 
funds to obtain broad diversifica- 
tion if he buys stocks of individual 
companies, neither can he afford to 
pay for constant supervision. There 
is a way, however, by which the 
investor (no matter how small) 
can obtain these advantages. This 
can be done by purchasing the 
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shares of investment companies 
known as “Mutual Funds.” 


The Mutual Fund 

Essentially, a mutual fund is a 
method by which a large number 
of small investors combine their 
money to get the benefits available 
from diversification, and full-time 
professional investment manage- 
ment. 

The simple mechanics of a mu-

The total 
pooled assets of the average mu- 
tual fund will be in the tens of mil- 
lions of dollars, permitting diver- 
sification in perhaps 100 or more 
different securities. 

The investments of the mutual 
fund are selected and supervised 
by a group of professional invest- 
ment advisors hired to give their 
full time and attention to the man- 








pooled assets. 

As a shareholder you will re- 
ceive one dividend check, each 
quarter as a rule, and in varying 
amounts, which represents your 
share of the one hundred or more 
dividend checks and interest pay- 
ments received by the fund less 
management expenses. You will 
also receive audited reports regu- 
larly. 

There are mutual funds with dif- 
fering objectives which can meet 
the needs of investors with dif- 
ferent investment goals. 
funds invest only in bonds, some 
only in stocks, and others invest 
in both bonds and stocks. Still 
others are specialty funds. The ex- 
perience and ability of the man- 


agement of the 


Some 
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agements will, of course, vary as 
will the degree of market risk. 

If an investor will determine 
what his objectives are, he can 
usually find one or more funds 
whose policies tie in with them. 
Naturally, there is no guarantee 
that the objectives will be achieved. 

Each fund issues a prospectus 
that describes its policies, histori- 
cal record, sales charges, divi- 
dends, financial statements, and 
other important information. 

There is more than one way to 
invest in a mutual fund. The 
method used will depend on the 
needs of the investor. Investors 
who need maximum immediate in- 
come can make outright purchases 
and accept all dividends and other 
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distributions in cash. Other invest- 
ors can permit all or part of their 
dividends to be reinvested, in order 
to create a compounding of the 
shares for future use. 

Still other investors buy shares 
regularly out of earnings by using 
one of the systematic purchase 
plans offered by many mutual 
funds. These plans permit the in- 
vestment by mail of sums as little 
as $25 at a time and provide for 
the automatic reinvestment of divi- 
dends at no extra cost to the in- 
vestor. 


A Balanced Program 

A sound financial program 
should take into account individual 
objectives. It should contain sever- 
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al basic types of holdings. (See 
Chart No. 4.) First, an in- 
vestor should provide cash _ re- 
serves for short term emergency 
needs. These funds should be 
placed in savings accounts, govern- 
ment bonds, and other fixed-type 
investments. The ideal amount to 
put into such rainy day holdings is 
dependent upon family obligations 
and other factors. A general and 
often-used rule is that cash re- 
serves should equal three to six 
months take-home pay. 

Second, insurance protection 
against premature death should be 
a part of the financial program. 
There cannot be any fixed rule for 
the amount of life insurance a per- 
son should carry, as family needs 
will vary. The investor must be- 
ware of spending so much to take 
care of his family should he die 
that he cannot provide a retirement 
income for himself and his wife if 
he lives. 

The key holding in any invest- 
ment program, however, is the por- 
tion which is invested so that it 
can grow in value over the years, 
that pays a reasonable income, and 
that provides an inflation hedge. 
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To obtain these advantages it is 
necessary to use equity investments 
such as common stocks. For many 
investors mutual funds provide the 
best means of investing in stocks. 

In summary these are the facts 
you should know about investing: 

If you want to spend your later 
years in comfortable retirement 
you had better start a program of 
investing now. 

There are risks in every type of 
investment action; even keeping 
your funds in cash entails the risk 
of lost purchasing power. 

The small investor is no longer 
limited to the old-fashioned rainy 
day, savings bank concept of in- 
vesting. With the development of 
mutual funds he can now obtain 
the same benefits as the wealthy in- 
vestor. 

There are investments to suit 
every need. You should make sure 
that part of your earnings are put 
into the type of investment that has 
an opportunity to grow in value 
and can offer a hedge against fur- 
ther depreciation in the value of 
your money.

Inviting fee discussions im- 
proves relations between den-

and consumers’ buying habits. 
“When a patient goes to a dental 
office,” this dentist points out, “he 
expects to be charged for profes- 
sional services. But when the fee 
question is clothed in silence, the 
amount of the bill he receives in- 
variably is higher than he antici- 
pated.” The dentist insists almost 
everyone reacts in the same man- 
ner. “For example, when we call 
someone to work in our home and 
simply tell him to go ahead we 
mentally estimate the cost, but later 
when the actual charges are billed 
we are startled. In our figuring we 
favored our checkbook and _ prob- 
ably shaved down our valuation of 
the other fellow’s time, materials, 
and skill, and used the bill as an 
excuse to compare the workman to 
those fellows who earn their living 
with a gun.” 

If dissatisfaction over fees were 
limited to only a temporary un- 
pleasantness there would be little 
to worry about, but such misun- 
derstandings rank high among the 
reasons for patients leaving one 
dentist to go to another. And since 
this is rarely if ever explained, the 
dentist is left to guess as to the 
cause of his patient turnover. 

Fees! Fees! Fees! In a recent 
discussion of this subject at a so- 
cial gathering of a number of city 
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dentists, one man voiced objection 
to devoting his day at the chair 
talking dollars instead of dentistry. 
If this were a fact it would be a 
disadvantage, but actually, while 
the dentist may seem to feel he is 
repeating himself throughout the 
day, the topic would be a one-time 
subject with those patients who 
wished to discuss it. 

Another dentist present  ex- 
pressed the belief that “talking 
out” the fee question would sup- 
plement his policy of describing 
his operations to patients. “I feel 
that the more a patient is told— 
within reason, of course—the more 
successful you are in replacing un- 
certainty with understanding. This 
is true today and will become more 
so as the educational level of our 
population moves upward.” 

If the statements of the dentists 
quoted here fail to convince some 
men of the value of bringing fees 
out into the open, then perhaps the 
steps being taken in the fields of 
medicine and surgery will help 
bring them around. Many hospi- 
tal boards and a number of medi- 
cal associations are becoming more 
and more vocal in soliciting finan- 
cial discussions with patients. It is 
believed by some authorities that 
the move is necessary if agitation 
for socialization is to be quieted. 
Again it is argued that. when the 
patient is told what he is being 
charged for and why. he is less in- 
clined to feel that information is 
being withheld from him for some 
diabolic reason. But of all the ac- 
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tions in this direction none quite 
equals the practice of certain med- 
ical-surgical insurance plans that 
issue to subscribers a listing of 
amounts that will be allowed for 
specific operations. In addition. 
of course, is the current policy of

RESEARCH ON MEDICAMENTS WINS $500 AWARD IN CHICAGO 
CONCLUSIVE evidence of the interest of the Chicago Dental Society in re- 
search was shown at the Midwinter Meeting by the presentation of a 
plaque emblematic of the Fifteenth Annual $500 Research Award to a 
team of three scientists—two of them on the University of Illinois faculty 
and one from the University of Montreal. The plaque was presented by 
Doctor Gustav W. Solfronk, President of the Society, at the opening gen- 
eral session. 

The award, which was given for developing a method of testing medica- 
ments on the teeth of rats before applying them to human teeth, was shared 
by Doctor Isaac Schour, dean of the College of Dentistry at the University 
of Illinois, in collaboration with Doctor Maury Massler, professor of 
pedodontics; and Doctor J. Georges Perreault of the University of Mon- 
treal. Doctor Massler read the prize-winning essay at the Chicago meet- 
ing, the title of which is “The Reaction of Odontoblasts in Medicaments 
Placed in Cavity Preparation in Rat Incisors”’. 

Of the many medicaments used in their experiments, some were de- 
termined to have a good action, some to have no significant action, and 
others to be injurious. According to the research team, the transfer of re- 
sults to human beings is not yet possible, but keeping the results in mind 
they can now investigate the effects of various chemical agents on human 
teeth.”—The Chicago Sun-Times

As I mentioned in the previous in- 
stallment, the five factors that are 
important to the successful estab- 
lishment of a dental practice are: 

|. Physical environment 

2. Personality and emotional 
traits 

3. Technical skill 

|. Management efficiency 

9. Psychologic application — of 
controlled suggestion 

[ stressed the fact that neither 
success nor failure in building a 
dental practice was a matter of 
luck or chance. A successful prac- 
tice can be planned or built with 
just as much certainty and _pre- 
cision as a house can be planned 
or built. Neither is an accident! 
One can determine the reasons for 
failure or mediocrity just as easily 
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This second and concluding ar- 
ticle explains the psychology 
of controlled suggestion in the 


dental office. 


as one can determine the reasons 
for success by taking the time and 
effort to study and observe the 
methods and procedures of the 
failures, or the successes. All of 
the factors mentioned here play an 
important role in determining suc- 
cess or mediocrity. The first four 
were discussed in my article pub- 
lished last month. It is my inten- 
tention in this article to explain in 
detail the psychology of controlled 
suggestion and show how its appli- 
cation is absolutely indispensable 
to assure success. There are some 
among those of you reading this 
article who naturally and instinc- 
tively apply routinely various de- 
grees of controlled suggestion. 
You, therefore, need little help or 
guidance along these lines. You 
who are in this category, I am 
sure, are also in the top brack- 
et of professional success. For 
you in this group, there is perhaps 
little I can say. But there are the 
others who not only miss excellent 
opportunities to apply positive 
controlled suggestion, but what is 
worse, are inadvertently applying 
negative suggestion, which is of a 
detrimental nature to your per- 
sonality and to your practice. 
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Those in this group inevitably con- 
stitute the lowest bracket of eco- 
nomic professional success and in- 
come. It is primarily to the latter 
group that I am addressing this ar- 
ticle. 

Suggestion may be divided into 
two types—direct and indirect. 
Suggestion also may be subdivided 
into positive and negative. A di- 
rect suggestion is one that enters 
the mind by way of the conscious 
intellect in contrast to an indirect 
suggestion that reaches the mind by 
way of peripheral consciousness 
and awareness. This means that 
the mind, or subconscious self, will 
absorb ideas and suggestions with- 
out being conscious of what is hap- 
pening. An example of direct sug- 
gestion is that which is used in 
hypnotic induction. The subject is 
told that his eyes are growing 
heavy and tired; that they will 
soon be closed. This is a direct 
If the latter is ab- 
sorbed by the mind; that is, if the 
suggestion is implanted on the sub- 
conscious, the subject will not be 
able to keep his eyes open and they 
will close. He is aware of the sug- 
gestion and what its purpose is. 


suggestion. 


An indirect suggestion is one 
which produces a response without 
the subject’s awareness of its pur- 
pose. He frequently is unaware of 
his response unless it is drawn to 
his attention. For example, try this 
little experiment: Stand on a street 
corner and look up into space in- 
tently as though you were search- 
ing the skies for something. I as- 
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sure you that nine out of ten peo- 
ple will follow suit, scarcely being 
aware of their reaction. They will 
not know that it is deliberately 
stimulated by your indirect sug- 
gestion. Try it! The point is that 
without drawing a person’s atten- 
tion to a stimulus it is possible to 
plant a suggestion in the mind and 
get a successful response. The usual 
conscious resistance has not been 
evoked and there is no clash of 
wills or personalities. 

If one stops to consider the po- 
tential benefits of planned applica- 
tion of the principle of indirect 
suggestion, one can see the power- 
ful weapon it can be. This is true 
to such an extent in practice man- 
agement that it alone can make the 
difference between success or me- 
diocrity and failure. Remember 
that I said in the previous article 
that a satisfied patient is one who 
refers one or more of his friends 
to his dentist; this means practice 
building. It is my intention to show 
how to make people more satisfied 
through the use of indirect con- 
trolled suggestion. 

I mentioned earlier that sug- 
gestion may be subdivided into 
negative and positive. Either of 
these may be of direct or indirect 
nature. A negative suggestion, as 
the name implies, is one that cre- 
ates an unfavorable impression and 
is contrary to the intent and 
wishes, and perhaps interest, of the 
operator, who in the present situ- 
ation is the dentist. Obviously, the 
reverse applies to a positive sug- 
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gestion. It follows, therefore, that 
the fewer negative suggestions and 
the more positive suggestions that 
we are able to effect, the better 
will be our dentist-patient rela. 
tionship. 

Before going further I should 
like to point out that an indirect 
suggestion must of necessity be of 
a subtle and unobtrusive nature. If 
the subject suspects the purpose 
and motivation of the suggestion, 
it is no longer an indirect sugges- 
tion, but comes into the category 
of a direct suggestion. The sub- 
ject will consciously draw on an 
armor of conscious and subcon- 
sctous resistance. This may have 
the effect of boomeranging and 
producing the exact opposite effect 
of that which was intended. It will 
result in negative suggestion and 
response. It may even cause sus- 
picion and distrust. Thus, 
gestion is a double-edged sword. 

What constitutes a satisfied pa- 
tient? If he believes that you are 
capable of performing satisfactor- 
ily a service for which he came to 
your office, at a reasonable fee, 
with a minimum amount of pain 
and time involved. he will have 
trust and confidence in your ability 
to serve the purpose for which he 
came to you. For this he will 
gladly pay a reasonable fee. 

If the reader will refer to the 
beginning of this article and read 
the first four factors mentioned, 
he will see that they are all de- 
sizned to instill confidence. With- 
out focusing attention or directing 
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his conscious awareness to the fact 
that your office is kept spotlessly 
clean, that there are no dusty, dirty 
floors or baseboards, the patient 
will nevertheless absorb these im- 
pressions subconsciously. Now add 
to this that your white jacket or 
gown is spotlessly laundered, that 
your shoes are properly shined, 
that your hair is neatly groomed, 
and finally that your fingernails 
are meticulously manicured—the 
total impression would be that this 
dentist is clean. Now further add 
to this a clean bracket cover, head- 
rest cover, a clean towel and a new 
drinking cup—all of which are 
taken from their respective places 
and put where they belong in full 
view of the patient. He will al- 
ready be a long way toward form- 
ing a favorable opinion or attitude. 
Now to put the final touches on 
the procedure. Take out of your 
instrument drawer, within the vi- 
sion of the patient, a set of exam- 
ining instruments all carefully 
wrapped in a clean, paper napkin. 
Unfold the napkin slowly in front 
of the patient, but only after he has 
seen you scrub your hands thor- 
oughly. 

Doubtless by this time the 
reader can get the point I am em- 
phasizing. This definitely planned 
approach I use as one of the psy- 
chologic weapons at my disposal to 
effect indirect positive suggestions 
on the patient’s subconscious mind 
to show him that he can have ut- 
most confidence in my thorough- 
ness and meticulousness about 
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cleanliness and sterilization. He 
may have left his last dentist pre- 
cisely because of failure on this 
point. Strangely enough, the pa- 
tient’s conscious reason for chang- 
ing dentists may have been that 
the fees were too high even though 
his subconscious reason for re- 
jecting the previous dentist may 
have been the result of fear of the 
danger of infection. Such is the 
power of indirect, negative sug- 
gestion. 

By the technique of planning 
your indirect suggestions intelli- 
gently, carefully, and subtly, it is 
possible to create impressions and 
attitudes in the patient’s mind that 
will produce a good, sound rap- 
port. Being careless and indifferent 
would inevitably produce the op- 
posite result. The several examples 
that I am about to give will show 
that you have unlimited opportuni- 
ties to take advantage of the care- 
fully planned, indirect suggestion 
to create a favorable attitude. 

Your patient should always be 
aware that you are concerned with 
his best dental interest. The issue 
of remuneration or fee should be 
secondary to his welfare. 

Think of the powerful effect of 
the following in creating confi- 
dence: Place a small steel disc be- 
tween the interproximal edges of 
two tightly-wedged teeth, one of 
which has interproximal caries, the 
other no caries. Give the patient a 
hand mirror and say, “Do you 
know why I placed that little thin 
steel disc between your teeth?” He 
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will say that he does not. Then con- 
tinue, “That is so that as I drill on 
this tooth and approach the next 
one, I will not nick the next sound 
tooth; without this it is possible to 
do damage to the good tooth al- 
though this damage would not 
show up for a few years.” When 
the disc is taken out after the drill- 
ing is finished, or perhaps sooner, 
show him the slight nicks in the 
hard steel disc. Say nothing more 
and do nothing more. What do you 
suppose goes on in his mind? 
“Here is a dentist who is doing 
something that I have never seen 
done before; he is the most care- 
ful dentist I have ever been to and 
seems sincerely interested in my 
welfare and not solely or primarily 
in the remuneration.” 

In using a cutting or lighting 
disc, show how it is abrasive only 
on one side and how it cannot 
abrade or injure the next tooth if 
it should accidently touch that next 
tooth. This is always a fear of the 
patient. 

Another example may be the few 
minutes you spend to discuss nu- 
trition and diet as they affect the 
teeth and growth. There may be 
no direct remuneration in this for 
you. It is only in the patient’s best 
interest that you take the time and 
effort to do this. Whether or not 
you get a fee for this is not the is- 
sue here. Teach him how to brush 
his teeth and massage his gingivae 
to prevent conditions that keep 
the mouth from being hygienic and 
healthy. A few minutes of your 
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time in an educational talk on den- 
tistry pays off in dividends in more 
informed patients. Be conscien- 
tious about your service. Show 
your conscientiousness by letting 
the patient see “how clean the tooth 
looks now that all the decay is out 
of the tooth.” This gives the pa- 
tient a secure and confident feeling. 

What have you done so far? By 
the use of suggestion, subtle and 
indirect, you have implanted the 
following ideas in your patient’s 
mind: 

1. You are clean and aseptic in 
your techniques. 

2. You are careful in preventing 
future damage; therefore, you can 
be trusted. 

3. You are well informed as to 
the latest research on nutrition. 

4. You are thorough in your 
treatments, as evidenced by the 
cleanliness of the tooth after the 
caries has been removed. 

5. You are conscientious about 
your service. 

It is always important to pre- 
vent or minimize, as much as pos- 
sible, negative suggestion. Always 
anticipate hazards in advance and 
warn of their possibility. After the 
procaine has worn off, the tooth 
may hurt. Give instructions if this 
should happen. Warn the patient 
of swelling or bleeding. 

Tell a child’s mother that the 
cavity prepared in adeciduous tooth 
is shallow and that, therefore, the 
“fillings” occasionally loosen up 
and must be replaced when this 
happens. That is why it is neces- 
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sary to bring the child to the 
ofice for frequent examination. 

Do not alarm the patient, but 
tell him that the tooth about to be 
extracted may have to come out in 
more than one piece. Let him know 
that you are aware of the risk and 
that you are prepared, By antici- 
pating the hazard you prevent him 
from underestimating your techni- 
cal skill. Many patients are lost be- 
cause of negative, indirect sugges- 
tion. They would have been pre- 
pared if they had been warned 
casually in advance. This would 
have avoided the negative results. 

I could indicate a hundred dif- 
ferent procedures to implant posi- 
By the 
application of con- 
trolled indirect suggestion you are 
able to mold and influence the at- 
titude of your patients. At no time 


tive indirect suggestions. 
psychologic 
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should this be done clumsily or ob- 
trusively. The patient need not be 
told to recommend a friend or 
neighbor. He should not be con- 
scious of your deeper motivation. 

Everything I have advocated is 
not only in your interest, but what 
is even more important, it is in the 
best interest of the patient. There 
is nothing unethical or shady in 
selling yourself and building good 
patient rapport. There is nothing 
dishonest or unprofessional in be- 
ing a success. The application of 
the principles outlined in this ar- 
ticle, without any doubt, will guar- 
antee your professional success. 
You have your fate in your own 
hands and you are, professionally 
speaking, master of your own des 
tiny.

SECRETARY OF ADA URGES INCREASED RESEARCH 
IN AN appearance before the House Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Labor, Health, Education and Welfare, Doctor Harold Hillenbrand, Sec- 
retary of the American Dental Association, urged an increase of 
$3,055,000 in the 1957 appropriation for research grants by the National 
Institute of Dental Research, an increase from the $2,971,000 recom- 
mended by the Bureau of the Budget to a total of $6,026,000. 

The annual dental bill of the Nation, Doctor Hillenbrand pointed out, 
is nearly 1.5 billion dollars. In addition, the federal government spends 
about $100 million annually for treatment of servicemen “and in spite 
of these large outlays, less than one-half of the Nation receives adequate 
dental care,” he said. “It is simply unreasonable to say that the pattern 
of disease and cost should be continued without effective intervention by 
the only available weapon—dental research.” 

Among the points Doctor Hillenbrand listed in which research could 
be particularly effective are dentifrices, effect of sugar on caries develop- 
ment, malposed teeth, the relation of dental disease to heart disease and 
cancer. He also discussed the subject of health insurance, saying, “There 
is the possibility that dental research can so alter the course of dental dis- 


ease as to permit the offering of insurance protection under programs 
similar to Blue Cross and Blue Shield.”

“Does your child grind his teeth 
at night?” I ask the parents of 
certain young patients this ques- 
tion. 

“Yes, he often does,” they in- 
variably reply and then ask, “Why ?” 

“Your child’s teeth are not in 
perfect alignment,” I start my ex- 
planation to the parents, and then 
demonstrate the clinical evidence 
by showing the parents the imper- 
fections in the child’s teeth. For in- 
stance, I show the parents the pro- 
truding upper teeth and the ab- 
normal space between them, and 
then have the child force his man- 
dible forward, to attempt a normal 
relationship of the anterior teeth, 
thus demonstrating the space be- 
tween the posteriors.

of abnormal bite, and so far they 
understand my explanation. I con- 
tinue by saying that, when the child 
puts his jaw in the forward posi- 
tion as far as he is able to do in 
this case, the ligaments and muscles 
of the joint are under tension and 
the jaw will not remain there long 
because of the discomfort. More- 
over the anterior teeth are the only 
teeth meeting at the forward posi- 
tion, causing a pivot or rocking 
tension on the joint tissues of the 
lower jaw.

with pressure on his jaw, Nature 
requires a release of this position, 
so unconsciously during sleep the 
child puts his jaw in the forward 
position for rest. This position is 
unusually uncomfortable and he 
soon changes it because of slight 
pain, but the original position of 
his jaw has not had sufficient phys- 
iologic ease. 

This continual annoyance re- 
flected in his unconscious actions 
to secure rest for his joint tissues 
becomes irritating. To compensate 
for this continual debate as to 
which area shall gain sufficient rest, 
Nature decides to help the situa- 
tion. She selects an altogether new 
position by putting the teeth in full 
occlusion and grinding the teeth 
rather vigorously for a few mo- 
ments, causing complete fatigue of 
the jaw muscles and then a com- 
plete relaxation. All this is done 
as a physiologic necessity for rest, 
and that is the best Nature can do 
about the condition. 

This is, in my opinion, the basic 
cause for bruxism, an affliction de- 
scribed as an unconscious grinding 
and clenching of the teeth, usually 
done during sleep. 

I hope to destroy, if I can, one 
more psychologic phenomenon by 
proving that it is not nervous ten- 
sion that causes the grinding of 
teeth originally, but that the teeth 
in their faulty occlusion do not al- 


low physiologic rest to be attained, 
and subsequently tension is pro- 
duced. 


Tension and Bruxism 

Let me quote a statement con- 
cerning bruxism that appeared in 
the newspapers recently. I will 
comment on it later and tell you 
why I disagree. 

“Nervous tension brings on 
bruxism. The affliction goes on to 
produce more worries, including 
loosening of the teeth, and gum in- 
fection.” The author continues to 
say that he also considers fatigue 
and inadequate recreation as fac- 
tors. 

Psychosomatic theories, it appears 
to me, are attempting to take over 
medicine, as allergies had hoped to 
do, and again someone has “put 
the cart before the horse” and this 
is another matter that ought to be 
put in proper perspective. 

Grinding of teeth at night and, 
for that matter, during the day, is 
the result of imperfect occlusion of 
the teeth of the afflicted person, 
causing him discomfort in his joint 
tissues in various positions taken 
by the mandible in an attempt to 
gain rest, required by Nature. 

I do not believe it is nervous ten- 
sion that originally produces brux- 
ism, but a local trauma that causes 
its inception. It is not a psycholo- 
gic upset or mental tension that 
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makes the sleeping person grind 
his teeth for a solution to the trou- 
ble. I believe the upset emotions 
that these dentists are talking about 
could just as well be handled by 
the unconscious sleeper by clench- 
ing his fists and attempting to 
punch the trouble, or kick it. 

Now let us discuss the point 
mentioned that bruxism is caused 
by loosening of the teeth. I disa- 
gree with this also on the basis that 
malocclusion is a great factor in 
pyorrhea, and assuming that a pa- 
tient has malocclusion, then we can 
also assume that he has the be- 
ginnings of pyorrhea. So we now 
have the original premise that lack 
of physiologic rest of the joint is 
due to teeth uncomfortable in their 
sockets. Here is a patient trying to 
relieve the discomfort of loose 
teeth by changing his bite and rest 
areas, and we are supposed to be- 
lieve the bruxism is the cause of 
loose teeth. 

Claims that fatigue and inade- 
quate recreation are causes for this 
condition are undoubtedly exag- 
gerated. If a person is overfa- 
tigued, or does not have sufficient 
recreation for enough muscle exer- 
cise, there is no reason to suppose 
the mandibular muscles would re- 
act in a particular way rather than 
other muscles of the body. 

The fact that many or most 
edentulous patients prefer to wear 
their dentures during their sleep- 
ing hours is due to the vertical 
height of the dentures allowing 
some rest areas, and in the ab- 
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sence of this height the jaw dis- 
comfort is too great to allow sleep. 
The lack of vertical height, or an 
increase of height in making den- 
tures becomes an all-important part 
of our technique. 


Other Causes of Bruxism 

There are many other cases be- 
sides those I have mentioned that 
contribute to the cause of bruxism. 
Children who have the misfortune 
of having poorly formed cusps on 
the teeth of their deciduous set 
have what we call “flat teeth.” 
These children have difficulty in 
finding intercuspal resting areas, 
as there are none present, and their 
jaws wander back and forth for 
rest, often making them vigorous 
night grinders. 

Interlocking of opposing teeth 
where the jaw is forced to bite in 
only one position is also a cause of 
this trouble. 

More and more. orthodontic 
treatment is indicated, if possible, 
for these cases. A splint made for 
them as splints are made for in- 
juries in athletic sports might help. 
if the appliance is comfortable 
enough and leaves space sufficient 
for variable rest areas. I cannot 
report from experience on this 
treatment. 

In our section of my State there 
has been a sincere belief that the 
cause of bruxism in children was 
rectal worms, and worm medicine 
was given promptly. I am sorry I 
cannot report what treatment was 
offered to mature persons who 
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spent hours grinding their teeth in 
their sleep and reported no rectal 
discomfort associated with their 
oral affliction.

FIRST ATOMIC DENTAL RESEARCH PLANNED IN CALIFORNIA 


DENTAL research with the aid of many atomic products is to be under- 
taken for the first time at the University of Southern California School of 
Dentistry. The Los Angeles County Dental Society has given the school 
$28,900 to pioneer in this important project. A dental isotope research 
laboratory will be opened in the fall under the direction of Doctor Wil- 
liam Ward Wainwright, head of the Department of Oral Diagnosis. In 
accepting the contribution Dean Robert W. McNulty said, “We believe 
that this is the largest grant ever given any dental school for research by 
a dental society.” Doctor Wainright is particularly qualified to direct the 
unique laboratory as he has been doing some preliminary atomic research 
in dentistry since 1947. He formerly worked at the Los Alamos A-bomb 
factory and as a consultant to the United States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion in Chicago. Through the research he will direct he expects to gain a 
more complete understanding of why dental caries develop and of new 
materials necessary for restoring teeth. Much tracer work will be done 
with a variety of radioactive substances, including tritium (used to make 
the H-bomb), sulphur, carbon, and phosphorous.—Los Angeles (Cali- 
fornia) Times

THE CHILD STILL REQUIRES 
DENTAL TREATMENT 


DESPITE any reduction in dental caries among children as the result of 
fluoridation of the water supply, there will still be dental treatment re- 
quired for children. In the families that have adequate incomes this 
treatment will be supplied by private practitioners—as it should be. 
Among the medically indigent (and there are such unfortunate families 
even in these prosperous times) the dental care for children must be 
supplied in public school clinics. How well organized and how active are 
such clinics? 

In the City of Chicago, for example, there are 47 single-chair school 
dental clinics, and three for children in settlement houses. In 1946 there 
were 30 dentists employed for these 50 units. In 1955 a survey showed 
a marked reduction in activities: 31 clinics were idle and only 19 den- 
tists were employed. 

It would be pleasant rationalizing to say that this reduction in clinic 
activities and the number of dentists employed represented the present 
higher prosperity level. A health survey, however, revealed that at the 
peak of prosperity on 1 January 1955, there were 100,000 Chicago 
children from medically indigent families and that it would require 86 
full-time dentists to meet their dental needs. 

A publication of one of the finest medical organizations in the world 
(The Institute of Medicine of Chicago) has stated’: 

“The teeth of Chicago children average five unfilled cavities for every

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one that is filled. Inspections made annually by the Board of Health re- 
veal that this ratio has held for several years. These untreated cavities can 
result only in the early loss of teeth designed for adult function. 

“The greatest improvement in future dental health can be realized 
through better care of children. Dental caries is primarily a childhood 
disease, and periodontal disease too frequently begins with the neglected 
gingivitides of children. The early detection and proper treatment of 
these lesions, which unfortunately are cumulative, would do much to 
reduce the crop of adult dental cripples we continue to have year after 
year. The result of this type of neglect is illustrated by the fact that ap- 
proximately 5,000,000 young men were rejected for military service dur- 
ing World War II because they could not meet the dental requirement 
of six opposing anterior and posterior teeth. During the month of 
October 1955, at just one Army Air Force Induction Center, it was nec- 
essary to extract 7,797 teeth of the young inductees. Treatment of cavi- 
ties when they are small reduces the time and cost required for complete 
dental care and permits dental service to reach many more individuals.” 

A fact we must face is that the dentist employed in public health is not 
adequately paid. Many dentists enter this work as a stop-gap until they 
can establish a practice. There are a few dedicated and earnest men who 
have made public health dentistry a career, but they have done so at a 
great sacrifice to themselves and their families. 

Research on dental projects is commendable and should be cham- 
pioned by all of us. We fervently hope that research will show us meth- 
ods to control dental disease. But regardless of any glorious research 
achievements the presence of untreated dental conditions will be with us 
for many years. 

The child should be given priority in treatment. He will not be until 
dental care for children is placed on a more favorable economic basis. 
The public health dentist must receive a higher salary. The private prac- 


titioner must receive more substantial fees for the care of children.

Long Island (New York) Press: 
At the age of 47 Doctor Joseph F. Bru- 
no has closed his career as a dentist, 
but he has started a new one as a fund- 
raiser for the Queens Multiple Sclerosis 
Society. 

“I know there is no help for me,” 
said Doctor Bruno, who was stricken 
with sclerosis three years ago, “but there 
may be hope for children now growing 
up if medical science is given more tools 
with which to work toward prevention 
or cure of this mysterious malady.”

He still can walk slowly with a cane. 
His right arm is almost useless and he 
has increasing difficulties with his 
speech. In accepting the chairmanship 
of the dental committee of a $50,000 lo- 
cal campaign for multiple sclerosis suf- 
ferers, he explained his reasons: 

“I discovered there are hundreds of 
people just like me, but much worse off. 
These people need help. I have found 
that to get anything worth while in this 
world, you must first give something 
away.” 

In the new work which he has under- 
taken from his home at 186-35 80th 
Drive, Jamaica Estates, Doctor Bruno 
expects to get in touch with 3,000 den- 
tists in Queens and suggest ways that 
they can help in the campaign. He will 
be assisted by his wife, Helen, and their 
daughter Patricia Ann, 8.

Rochester (New York) Democrat and 
Chronicle: A few years ago Elza 
Menezes of Sao Paulo, Brazil, saw little 
chance of leading a normal life. At the 
age of 2 she suffered an attack of polio- 
myelitis and, until she was 11 limped 
on crutches. Then a family friend, di- 
rector of the YMCA in her city, sug- 
gested that she go to the Shriners Hos- 
pital of the Masonic organization in the 
United States. After special arrange- 
ments were made for Elza and her father 
to visit the hospital in Philadelphia, she 
spent ten months there under treatment. 
Before Elza fully recovered, war-time 
visa requirements forced the return of 
her and her father to Brazil. As soon as 
the war was over, she applied for a new 
visa and in 1947 returned to Shriners 
Hospital determined to complete her 
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program of treatment. Gradually she re- 
covered the use of her legs and after 
four operations she was able to go home 
and enter the University of Sao Paulo 
as a dental student. 

There she met Doctor Eweraldo 
Wanderley, and the two planned eventu- 
ally to marry. Following graduation Elza 
was sent to the Eastman Dental Dis- 
pensary on a scholarship to carry on 
special dental research. Later Doctor 
Wanderley received a similar grant and 
on his arrival in Rochester they were 
married. In June when they have com- 
pleted their research, Doctor Wanderley 
and his bride will return to Sao Paulo 
to begin their careers in dentistry. 


Phoenix (Arizona) Republic: Doctor 
Taylor T. Hicks, a dentist of Prescott, 
was elected president of the National 
School Boards Association at that or- 
ganization’s annual convention in Atlan- 
tic City.

In his interesting hobby Doctor Thax- 
ton is assisted by his brother, Henry, 
also a dentist, who is vice president of 
the local club, and by his wife, who has 
taken up model plane building in self- 
defense.

Rampant Caries

at the end of 1954, which do not seem 
to have helped; I have insisted that she 
stop eating candy and cakes. 

Is there anything else that you can 
suggest for her?—P. E. Z., California. 

A.—You are, of course, correct 
in prohibiting candies, cokes, cook- 
ies, or any form of sweetened soft 
drinks. She should also substitute 
whole-grain breads and cereals for 
the refined white products.

Malocclusion 

I shall appreciate it if you will answer 
the following question: 

I have a patient, a boy 8 years old, 
who appears perfect physically and 
mentally. His teeth are strong with no 
caries. When I saw this patient when he 
was 7, his bite was normal. At present 
he has all of the 6-year molars, also the 
upper permanent centrals and laterals 
and the lower permanent centrals and 
laterals. 

When he closes his teeth, the upper 
anteriors completely overlap the lower 
anterior teeth, reaching the lower gin- 
givae, 

Do you think that when the remain- 
ing permanent teeth erupt, his bite will

be normal? If his bite does not become 
normal in the next few years, at what 
age would you recommend orthodontic 
services? The bites of his parents and 
grandparents are normal. What is the 
cause of this abnormal bite? He never 
was a thumb-sucker. 

When the patient bites, he is forcing 
the lower anterior in lingually slightly. 
Do you think his bite will affect the 
condition of the upper anterior and the 
lower anterior teeth?—-J. Z. B., New 
York. 

A.—I have consulted my ortho- 
dontist friend, Doctor William R. 
Humphrey, about this case and it 
is his opinion and mine that you 
should send this child to an ex- 
perienced orthodontist at once, un- 
less you are competent to diagnose 
the cause of this condition and pre- 
scribe adequately for its correc- 
tion. 

Doctor Humphrey tells me that 
this type of malocculsion, when 
the permanent teeth are erupting, 
is frequently, if not always, caused 
by pressure such as a habit of 
leaning on or putting pressure on 
the chin; for example, sitting or 
lying down while reading, or 
watching television with the chin 
in the palm of the hand, or sleep- 
ing with an arm or a hand under 
the chin. 

Correction of the malocclusion, 
of course, cannot be accomplished 
satisfactorily without breaking or 
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discontinuing such habits.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Fees for Unsatisfactory Dentures 

Q.—My problem is this: 

Last spring I removed a patient's re- 
maining teeth and prepared her mouth 
for dentures. For the first two or three 
days the patient was, or seemed to be, 
quite well pleased with them, then ac- 
tion started. She began finding fault 
with them, and the more I tried to rem- 
edy the faults, the worse the complaints 
became. After making over the dentures 
a time or two, they were unusable. At 
this juncture I asked her to stay away 
for thirty days and then come back. | 
thought by that time she would be wear- 
ing them or [ would start from the bot- 
tom and try it all over again. 

At the end of about six weeks, she 
came back, wearing a set of dentures 
perfect in every way. The dentist who 
made them had no trouble with the case. 
She had paid me half of my fee when 
impressions were taken and the balance 
when the cases were finished. She de- 
manded her money back. I am puzzled 
as to what I should do. In my first year 
of practice forty-five years ago, | made 
a lower partial denture that I was un- 
able to adjust satisfactorily. I told the 
patient she would have to try another 
dentist, and I returned her money. Since 
then all of my patients have worn the 
dentures I made for them, or they have 
had them made over by some other den- 
tist without saying anything to me about 
it. A patient has never asked me for a 
refund of any amount. What do you say 
is the ethical thing to do in this case ?— 
L. P. C., Iowa. 

A.—I feel strongly that dentists 
should be paid at least something 
for their efforts to fit a patient with 
dentures, even though the patient 
will not or cannot wear the den- 
tures. 


If there is any question in either 
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my mind or my patient’s about his 
being able to wear my dentures, | 
make him this proposition, prefer- 
ably in writing and signed by both 
parties: that if he is not satisfied 
and wishes to return the dentures 
to me within ninety days after 
their delivery, I will return half 
the fee paid, as partial compensa- 
tion for my time, effort, and ex- 
pense on the case. If a patient is 
not willing to agree to this, I would 
rather not undertake the case at 
all. And I think that should be 
enough for you to do in this case. 

I think all dentists should stand 
together on such a proposition as 
this, but unfortunately, they do 
not, and I know a number of den- 
tists who say that if a patient is 
not satisfied, they give all of his 
money back and make no charge. 
—V.C. SMEDLEY. 


Injections for Anesthesia 

().-The following record explains my 
experience in using mental foramen and 
symphysis injections to secure anesthe- 
sia in preparation for extraction and 
treatment. 

l. For preparation of lower right 
MOD on first and second bicuspids I 
used Xylocaine® Astra 2 per cent 
1:100,000, mental foramen injection and 
symphysis injection to block anastomosis 
from the opposite side.

ILLEGAL LABORATORIES BANNED 
THE Supreme Court of Illinois has affirmed an injunction in the Su- 
perior Court of Cook County (Chicago) restraining the illegal practice 
of dentistry by 20 dental laboratories that deal directly with the public. 

The charge against 34 laboratories of practicing dentistry without 
licenses was originally filed by the Chicago Dental Society in 1950. 
Subsequently, a number of the laboratories stopped the practice, went 
out of business, or were dismissed by the Court. Injunctions were entered 
either by consent or default against the others. 

The laboratories were charged with illegally examining patients and 
illegally repairing, manufacturing, and selling dentures. Under Illinois 
law, laboratories must deal only with licensed dentists and cannot render 
services directly to the public. 


CLARITY IN MEDICAL WRITING 
CLEAR writing demands some physical as well as a degree of intellectual 
effort on the part of the author. The paper which is “dictated but not 
read,” whether it says so or not, is stamped all over with its spurious 
trade-mark. Some of the best writing of the last century and a half was 
done with a quill pen, the trimming of which, presumably with a pen 
knife, gave the writer a chance to decide what to say next, and how. The 
steel pen and the fountain pen have speeded up the precess to its detri- 
ment. J have personally been spared the experience of trying to compose 
on a typewriter, but I have struggled with the garbled confusion that 
others have produced. The lead pencil that requires frequent sharpening 
is a comforting instrument, although the mechanical sharpener is to be

ADRENOSEM® SALICYLATE 


(Brand of carbazochrome salicylate) 


History 


The first investigation of a hemostat 
with an action comparable to Adreno- 
sem Salicylate was made by Derouaux 
and Roskam! in 1937. They reported 
that an oxidation product of adrenalin, 
adrenochrome (which has no sympath- 
omimetic properties), has prompt he- 
mostatic activity. 

It was further found that various 
combinations of adrenochrome, notably 
the oxime and semicarbazone, produced 
stable solutions. But, these were so 
slightly soluble that sufficient concen- 
tration could not be obtained for practi- 
cal therapeutic use. By combining these 
adrenochrome compounds in a sodium 
salicylate complex, a stable, soluble form 
can be obtained.

Roskam, in his study “The Arrest of 
Bleeding,’’? enumerates ‘‘the drugs 
whose efficaciousness as hemostatics 
have been proved by accurate methods 
in experimental animals and in healthy 
men as well. . . One is the monosemi- 
carbazone of adrenochrome | Adrenosem 
Salicylate ].”’ 

Chemistry
